Reds Lag in H-Bomb Making, 
Cannot Accept Ike's Big Plan 



OENEVA, July 35 tNEA)— It will 
be a long time before the Russians 
can even consider President Elsen- 
hower's drnmalle-dlsarmament pro- 
posal. 

That Is the opinion of Soviet es-' 
perts who attended the summit 
meetings In advUcn* capacities. 

It Is now clear, they say. that 
Russia trails fnr behind the United 
States In nuclear weapon develop- 
ments. DelcRates Nikolai Bulganin, 
Ntklta Khrushchev and Marshal 
□corgi Zhukov could not agree to 
any proposal which would bare this 
weakness to the Instrument of re- 
connnltsance aircraft. 

The President's offer to ■trade 
mlhlary blueprints and permit mu- 
tual air Inspection of military es- 
tablishments win hkely remain the 
highlight of the Geneva "conference 
of smiles a[)d toasts." But as Uie 
conference fades Into history It l.^i 
likely to be listed as one moce tntec- 
n&tlonal effort to relax east-west 
tensions. 

Experts on Russia are convinced 
the Soviets do not have an H-bomb 
actually In production. They believe 
the reds are playing for time while 
Soviet sclen lists reorganlu tticlr 
hydrogtit bomb programs (o catch 
up wUh the U. S. 

This view was confirmed by an 
outstanding western atomic phy- 
sicist who s^ld that while there Is 
good renson to doubt the Russians 
have an U-bomb, (here is no secret 
In Russia as to the rmo- nuclear 
theory. 

This physicist' cautioned: "Russia, 
with her own eminent nuclear 
physlcLnts and ' those who came to 
Russia from Germany alter the war, 
and with tlie further aid of spies 
like Klaus Puchs and Bruno Pon- 
tecorvo. might one day develop >n 
cftecClve nuclear weapon." 

That Russian skill .In ttila line 
cannot be discounted Is Indicated 
by some hundreds of papers aub- 
mlttcd by Russians lo the "atoms 
for pence" conference opening at 
Geneva Aug.' s under United Na- 
tlons sponsorship. It the Russians 
are not bluffing, they show that 
tliey are experimenting successfully 
with peacetime usea for atomic 
energy which the freo world haa not' 
even suspected they wcr* research-' 
Ing. I 

Since tha foregoing facts were' 
available lo Mr. Elsenhower. It Isj 
clear that he made bis hiatoric 
proposal out of a profound and sin-; 
cere hope to prevent an' eventual: 
nuclear Armageddon. | 



Re took Bulganin by comptetL 
surprise and shook the propaganda 
wind out of Khrushchev's salts. 
—Nevertheless,, while the United 
States scored an unprecedented 
moral victory, a sut:vey shows that 
the* Russians made a number of 
practical gains. For one thing, Uiey 
won a breathing spell In which to 
concentrate on the far east. They 
won agreement lo a new round of 
conferences below the summit where 
technical gains may be scored. In 
particular the easing o^ east- 
trade restrictions. 

The Russians blocked German 
unity— and now tlie elderly Konrad 
Adenauer, our ataunch friend, will 
have to moke a wearying trek to 
Moscow It he Is to rcmoln In power 
and achieve a united Germany with- 
in his dwindling years, 

West German observers at Geneva 
believe the reds fear to withdraw 
their troops from East OermaUy be- 
cause ol the lack o[ any real liard 
cdre communist strength In that 
tone. The uprisings of June, 1953, 
showed them that once Soviet forces 
retired to the east any red puppets 
probably would be submerged sv '" 
ly In a tide of an II -communism.

WHY RUSSIA SMII^ESZ. 

Russian Premier Bulganln'a Geneva bid for 
"strengthcnlne economic tlefi" and "the devcl 
opmcnt of trade" fs viewed wJth conslderabia 
Interest In Washington. Foreign Minister Mol- 
otov pitched the aame woo at the United Na- 
tions' 10th birthday party In San Francisco. 

Soms American experts on Russia have 
come to the conclusion that what Russia really 
needs and what she Is angling lor now Is a 
long term credit Irom the west. They say the 
Soviet bfldly needs capital to complete its 
Industrialization. , 

It is rccalle'd that at the end of the 
Russia asked lor a one billion dollar credit 
from the United States. The request, which 
came In to Leo Crowley of the wartime foreign 
economic administration, accIdcntnUy or on 
purpose got lost. ' 

Alter Mr. Crowley had left town, the rc- 
jlf quest woa found In his files by the state 
\w department. It was then made public with 
I some embarrassment and considerable amuae- 
mcnt. Nobody took it seriously. And nothing 

I was ever done about it. 

When the Marshall plan was begun In 1047, 
■Russia was given a chance to Join. As a mem- 
ber, sho could have obtained not only credit 
but grants for rehabjlltatloii. Russia chose to 
stay out, to her Joss an'd the western world's 
gain. 

So now the question comes up for a third 
time through an approach from the Russians 
for more international trade. 

Soviet Russia's foreign commerce Is now 
rated sixth In the world. Its'imports last year 
were reported at the equivalent of one billion 
dollars, exports SQQ million. 

For comparison, U. S. imports last year were 
yalucd at 10 billion dollars, exports 13 lillUon. 

Premier Bulganin made the point at Gene- 
va that Russia could get along without res- 
I' toratlon of normal trade relations with other 
lutl countries. The Inference he was apparently 
i>i' trying to make hero was that his country was 
not leading from weakness, , 
Bur'lt~"la ' actKoiflcagca~tHat~tHo~SovIet" 
nreSHsmyTffiraiwayjrljeeirtiBntrBGinga'com- 
munist country, it has no inflow of capital 
from other countries for investment purposes.

Americans go to Manchester only 
on unavoidable commercial business, 
those who do go could fairly return 
theso compliments In detaU or In 
kind. Manchester will ncvec be 
called the garden spot of the world 
except In derision. As against the 
hamburger, Manchester, and all 
Britain must defend the kippered 
herring or kipper. 

There Is a disadvantage , to Uie 
United States In this sort of Jour- 
nalism, which Is not confined to 
tho Quordian. Some British papers 
ot mountainous circulation wleldlnR 
conaldcmble influence over the 
opinion nnd emotions of the vastly 
!predomlnant lower classes, aro ob- 
Isessed wllh a Rnawing Jealousy and 
harp on this theme year after year. 
Our press prints only political news 
from Britain plus a lltUe theatrical 
stuff and trivial but Rcnemlly amt 
able features. Hie disadvantage ti 

. Is not serious. , 

Wo did rescue the mother couti' 
try In two wars, but Roosevelt scv' 
ered her lifeline and dissolved her 
And, In coh^equence of 
Teliemn and Yalta, where Roose' 
veil sneered at Churchill, Britain 
actually Is, as many exasperated 
Britons have pointed out, an Amer- 
ican air- base for the war wllh Rus- 
sia II and when It comes. That Is 
Ihe fact and the poor devils 
stuck wiUi it. 

These observations are not at all 
hosUle to Uie British people. Tliey 
tempered wllh a vain wish tlint 
country had been represented at 
Teheran, Yalla and Potsdom, too, 
by aRcnts of our desUny as patriotic 
as Winston Churchill. 

Geneva Is an obscrvatloi^ post for 
all the enemies of Ihe world and 
peace Is her p'rlnclpal Industry, 
passing watches, cheese and cuckoo 
clocks combined. She Is prosperous 
with diRnlly, her people are mark- 
edly more vigorous than ours— or 
tho Drillsh— and the beauty of her 
lake and )ier countryside has been 
sung with a fidelity to truth absent 
from our tributes to Dixie. 

Neither people would have It oth- 
erwlser of -course,- but thereare spir- 
Itua l fu ndamentals which forbid 



real trust and alfectlon between the 
American people and tlie BurIIsIi.
